Mr, Hummel
passed n sleepless night on the 224,
and early the next morning—December
wd--started out to ralse the money on
hin own nccount. He yisited bank after
bauk, and by 3 o'clock that day had se-
cured the §700,000 on his personal
pledgen. In the meantime be had sent
word to Deputy Trensurer Hnrry Hil-
dreth and Acting Paymaster Iealey to
arrange to spend the entire night with
him at the Clty Hall. The trio worked
all night putting up the pay envelopes,
amd early In the morning of the 24th—
the day before Christmas—the work of
paying off the 8802 employes was be-
gun, Before night overy man on the
olls had recelved his canh, and there
wan joy In thousands of humble homes,
un well nn among bundreds of trades-
men, to whom this opportune distribu-
tlon was most timely, ns they had given
long credits to the city employes.

Cleveland, Oct, 22—Willlam Pate,
Jr. oty chemist, found to-day that
ench of ten samples of ment submitted
to him was preserved with sodinm #ul-
phite, which Mr. Pate considers  the
most Injurious preservative In use. Al
the snmples were shipped here from
Chlengo, An order was Immediately
jssued prohibiting the further sale of
the meat. Under the law at present
there 18 no penalty for shipping impure
or preserved ments Into the city.

During the week ending October 20,
1Mnl, the few coity Inspectors at  the
U'nlon Stock Yards condemned nod de-
stroyed 210,700 pounds of meat.
